DEXTER - It was Dr. Fuad Kandalaft’s 
13th trip to Jordan, a country in the war- 
torn Middle East which, comparatively 
speaking, had been quiet since 1970. In 
previous visits to the country the Dexter 
physician had met no serious trouble. 
This most recent trip began when the 
Kandalafts arrived the night of Nov. 16 to 
visit relatives. The next morning Kandalaft 
and his 10-year- old daughter Leila went for 
a walk, pausing to rest at the Inter­ 
Continental Hotel in Amman. 
That same morning, the wife at the Shah 
of Iran was planning to hold a press con­ 
ference in the hotel. Four terrorists were 
lounging in the hotel coffee shop, waiting 
perhaps for the Shah’s wife to appear. 
Nobody really knows what happened that 
morning, Kandalaft said, but apparently 
some of the security men caught wind of the 
plot. 
The terrorists came out of the shop 
shooting indiscriminately at everyone in 
sight. Nine people died, and Kandalaft was 
injured, receiving shrapnel wounds and a 
gunshot wound to the foot.

v o lunteer fo rce, Pentag o n o ffi­ 
cials had v o iced ho pe that the 
pro blem wo uld recede and po s­ 
sibly all but disappear. 


But the newly released fig ­ 
ures sug g est the pro blem per­ 
sists, altho ug h the Army ap­ 
pears to be g etting it under 
co ntro l. 


The Pentag o n fig ures sho w 
the

climbed to 24 .8 per 1,000 en­ 
listed men during the fiscal 
y ear that ended J une 30.

The Army , which was hit by 
a desertio n rate as hig h as 7 3.5 
per 1,000 men in 197 1, was 
do wn to 17 .7 in fiscal 197 6 . 
The Marine desertio n rate o f 
6 9.2 per 1,000 men last y ear 
was much wo rse than all the 
o ther serv ices, but it represent­ 
ed a majo r impro v ement o v er 
the 105 rate the Marines suf­ 
fered the prev io us y ear.

Feminists 
criticize 
decisions 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Fe­ 
minists fear recent Supreme 
Court setbacks to the women’s 
movement may represent the 
reversal of a court trend that 
had been beneficial to emerg­ 
ing women’s rights. 
They say, however, that such 
defeats will only rekindle ef­ 
forts to pass the Equal Rights 
Amendment to the Constitution 
as a means of introducing “a 
different constitutional Stand­ 
ard”. 
“It’s hard to believe those 
nine men can reach decisions 
like they did today and then go 
home and face their wives,” an 
angry feminist said Monday. 
“Those 
decisions 
were 
dis­ 
astrous.” 
The nine men are the justices 
of the Supreme Court, which 
Monday dealt two blows to 
womens’ rights groups. Those 
groups were still smarting from 
the court’s ruling last week 
that employers with employe 
disability programs are not le­ 
gally required to provide wom­ 
en with pregnancy benefits. 
The court ruled unanimously 
Monday that divorced women 
are not entitled to all the Social 
Security benefits that go to 
married women. 
The justices also let stand a 
Kentucky law requiring mar­ 
ried women to adopt their hus­ 
band's last name before receiv­ 
ing a driver’s license. 
Together with last week’s de­ 
cision on pregnancy benefits 
these decisions are being point- * 
ed to by leaders of the women’s 
movement as evidence that the 
court may no longer be as re­ 
ceptive to their complaints as it 
recently was. 
Whether there is in fact a 
new trend on the court should 
become 
clearer 
in 
coming 
months when the court hands 
down decisions in some pending 
cases that have interested the 
women's movement. 
The women’s movement had 
fared well in the courts since 
1971, most notably advancing 
when the Supreme Court ruled 
in 1973 that abortion is the pri­ 
vate right of any woman in her 
first three months of preg­ 
nancy. 
The court has since struck 
down 
various 
attempts 
by 
states to regulate abortions in 
the first three months. 
Women’s rights also made 
strides before the high court in 
areas such as equal pay for 
equal work, equal opportunities 
in education, including school 
sports, and equal treatment in 
the business community in hir­ 
ing and credit practice. 
But this month’s decisions 
are being viewed as a drastic 
reversal.

Couples close door 
on ‘open marriage’ 


Is “open marriage” on the 
rocks? 
So it would seem, to judge by 
an article in the January issue of 
Family Circle, which reveals 
that, 
despite 
talk 
of ex­ 
tramarital freedom and per­ 
missiveness, 
today’s 
couples 
adhere to fidelity more than 
ever. 


Supporting evidence offered in 
the article includes: 
.A 1974 national survey funded 
by the Playboy Foundation, 
which indicated no increase in 
the past 20 years in the total 
percentages of husbands and 
wives who have been unfaithful. 
. A Roper Poll of American 
women conducted by Virginia 
Slims, which reported that as of 
1974 more than three-quarters 
(79 per 
cent) 
of American 
women 
considered 
sexual 
fidelity by their husbands to be 
“very important” to a suc­ 
cessful marriage. 


Even anthropologists Nena 
and George O’Neill, whose 1972 
bestseller 
“Open 
Marriage” 
popularized the concept of freer 
marital lifestyles, concede in the 
article that their theory has 
failed, citing cultural traditions 
and deeply entrenched moral 
codes as the primary causes. 
Certainly, most of those who 
have tried it don’t like it. 
Feelings of possessiveness and 
jealousy—on the part of both 
spouses—continue to persist in 
many cases, according to Dr. 
Paul Gebhard, director of the 


Institute for Sex Research (so- 
called 
Kinsey 
Institute) 
at 
Indiana University. Women, in 
particular, says Dr. Gebhard, 
“are still immensely upset by a 
husband’s 
infidelity, 
not 
because they fear the loss of 
support and the social disgrace, 
as they used to, but because they 
feel 
they’ve 
failed 
to 
be 
adequate, 
emotionally 
and 
sexually.” 
If wives still experience pangs 
of unhappiness, however, they 
seem to have found in the 
women’s 
movement 
a 
new 
source 
of 
strength 
and 
resistance. “Since they have so 
many better opportunities for 
employment, 
and 
a 
better 
concept of themselves, they 
don’t have to put up with marital 
situations that they find un­ 
satisfactory,” 
says 
the 
University of Connecticut’s Dr. 
Fred Humphrey, whose 1976 
survey of marriage counselors 
in the United States and Canada 
revealed that more than half of 
their current cases involved 
marital infidelity. 
Thus, today’s wife appears 
less, rather than more, likely to 
tolerate 
her 
husband’s 
in­ 
discretions. Instead of hiding 
her feelings and suffering in 
silence as formerly, according 
to the article, she is much more 
apt to confront her husband 
“openly” and try to reach some 
kind 
of 
mutual 
agreemen­ 
t-even if the only decision they 
ultimately can agree upon is 
divorce.

DEAR ELSIE — When you were told not to use 
cleansers on the sink, you should have asked what they 
recommended. I have always cleaned an enamel sink 
with a mild powdered household cleaner and rubbed 
with a sponge or cloth to remove such black marks. Of 
course, harsh ones would dull the glaze. 
Some who say not to use cleansers recommend dis­ 
hwashing detergent or a few drops of ammonia on the 
damp cloth. It might also be whitened by putting some 
bleach in water in the sink and let stand for about five 
minutes.

The story of the whale and its 
efforts to survive in an increas­ 
ingly hostile world is covered 
exhaustively by Miss McNulty 
and she does it in a sur­ 
prisingly short space. Not only 
is a mass of detail about the 
creature presented in smooth- 
flowing, interest-holding prose, 
but there are plenty of pictures 
of the various kinds of whales 
as well as two fascinating 
asides. 
One deals with a trip Miss 
McNulty took to hear the 
“songs” of the whales — “The 
sweetest most poetic notes, 


pure and piercing, are touowea 
by low ratchet sounds and 
Bronx cheers.” The other deals 
with another trip, this one to 
visit a captured baby whale 
named “Gigi.” Since most pre­ 
vious knowledge of whales was 
derived from dead whales «Gigi 
gave scientists a rare opportun­ 
ity to study the activities of a 
live whale and in so doing con­ 
tributed “filing cabinets full of 
new whale data” before she 
was released into her native 
sea. An act, Miss McNulty 
notes, ironically, that signaled

The nightmarish aspect of the arms race with the 
Soviet Union has been emphasized by reports in two 
national magazines that the Soviets used laser beams to 
destroy one American space satellite and damage 
another. 
According to Newsweek, an early warning satellite and 
a companion satellite used to relay signals to the earth 
were hit by a single Soviet laser over the Indian Ocean 
within the last year. The early warning satellite “went 
blind’ and the relay satellite was destroyed. Tad Szulc, 
writing in Penthouse magazine, said the attack took 
place late last spring or early summer and was not 
publicized so as not to jeopardize a new strategic arms 
pact being negotiated with Moscow. 
Officially, the U.S. has denied these reports, but the 
denials are half-hearted and unconvincing. The damage 
is admitted, other causes are suggested, but it is 
acknowledged that the Soviet lasers could have been 
responsible. We are therefore inclined to take the reports 
at face value and we think the American public ought to 
be told frankly what is going on. 
It is important to note that the satellites attacked are 
those used to police the 1972 strategic arms pact between 
the United States and the Soviet Union. The Penthouse 
article said that western specialists were perplexed by 
the soviet effort to interfere with the American satellites. 
We don’t understand their perplexity. Even assuming 
that the U.S. is also developing an anti-satellite 
capability and can reply in kind, the mutual blinding of 
both sides in space would be very much to the U.S.S.R.’s 
advantage. There is not a greal deal the Soviets can learn 
from space reconnaissance that they cannot also 
discover 
by reading 
U.S. 
newspapers. Space 
photography, on the other hand, is vital to U.S. in- 
telligency about Soviet weapons developments. 
In actuality, of course, space is no different from any 
other area of weapons competition. A ceasless contest 
^nust be waged between offense and defense — to protect 
;as well as destroy. For the U.S., we assume that 
protection of our satellites from enemy attack is 
receiving top priority. This requirement poses still 
’ another obstacle to any cuts in our defense budget.

Proof comes in a newly released federal report which 
says, among other things, that more than half of 
Americans between the ages of 18 and 25 have tried 
marijuana, and one-fourth of those citizens now use it 
habitually. 
The National Institute on Drug Abuse (NIDA), which 
released three separate studies on the topic, also says 
that the costs of drug abuse to the public — both directly 
and indirectly — total about $10.3 billion each year. In 
comparison, it adds, the social costs of tobacco use and 
alcohol are $6.7 billion and $32 billion respectively. 
While the use of virtually all other illicit drugs has 
stabilized or decreased in recent years, the acceptance 
and use of marijuana has increased. Clearly, a large 
segment of the public perceives marijuana as rather 
harmless. But is this true? 
The provable facts, unfortunately, do not support a 
conclusion one way or the other. But there have been a 
number of compelling studies full of danger signs. At 
least two independent research projects, for example, 
indicated that permanent brain damage can result 
from the use of marijuana. NIDA, however, doesn’t 
confirm those findings and is still taking a “wait and 
see 
attitude toward marijuana while research con­ 
tinues. 
This situation is tauntingly reminiscent of the con­ 
troversy over cigarette smoking more than a decade ago. 
After the pros and cons of tobacco’s effects were 
researched and hotly debated, U.S. Surgeon General 
Luther Terry in 1964 issued a landmark report con­ 
clusively linking cigarette smoking to cancer Time has 
only confirmed Terry’s conclusion. 
Although there is a strong push in our society for 
liberalizing drug laws, especially those affecting 
marijuana, we should carefully consider the potential 
consequences. For, once the barriers are down, it will be 
extremely difficult to put them back up if subsequent

research 
confirms 
the 
worst 
fears 
of 
marijuana’s opponents. 
Dr Robert Dupont, head of NIDA, notes that legalizing 
drugs might result in some savings to society through 
less crime, but that “any such savings would probably be 
more than offset by increases in health coals associated 
with increases in drug usage rates.”

The Marine Corps record was 
improving, although its desert­ 
ion rate still is the highest of 


all the services, and figures 
show the Air Force has virtual­ 
ly no desertion problem, and 
never has had one. 


Desertion became a m ajor 
problem, particularly for the 
Army and the Marines, during 
the Vietnam war. With the end 
of that war and the change 
from a draft-based to an all­ 
volunteer force. Pentagon offi­ 
cials had voiced hope that the 
problem would recede and pos­ 
sibly all but disappear. 


But the newly released fig­ 
ures suggest the problem per­ 
sists, although the Army ap­ 
pears to be getting it under 
control.

Feminists 
criticize 
decisions 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Fe­ 
minists fear recent Supreme 
Court setbacks to the women's 
movement may represent the 
reversal of a court trend that 
had been beneficial to emerg­ 
ing women’s rights. 
They say, however, that such 
defeats will only rekindle ef­ 
forts to pass the Equal Rights 
Amendment to the Constitution 
as a meaas of introducing “a 
different constitutional Stand­ 
ard”. 
“ It's hard to believe those 
nine men can reach decisions 
like they did today and then go 
home and face their wives,” an 
angry feminist said Monday. 
“Those 
decisions 
were 
dis­ 
astrous.” 
The nine men are the justices 
of the Supreme Court, which 
Monday dealt two blows to 
womens' rights groups Those 
groups were still smarting from 
the court’s ruling last week 
that employers with employe 
disability programs are not le­ 
gally required to provide wom­ 
en with pregnancy benefits. 
The court ruled unanimously 
Monday that divorced women 
are not entitled to all the Social 
Security benefits that go to 
married women 
The justices also let stand a 
Kentucky law requiring m ar­ 
ried women to adopt their hus­ 
band's last name before receiv­ 
ing a driver's license 
Together with last week’s de­ 
cision on pregnancy benefits 
these decisions are being point­ 
ed to by leaders of the women’s 
movement as evidence that the 
court may no longer be as re­ 
ceptive to their complaints as it 
recently was 
Whether there is in fact a 
new trend on the court should 
become 
clearer 
in 
coming 
months when the court hands 
down decisions in some pending 
cases that have interested the 
women’s movement. 
The women’s movement had 
fared well in the courts since 
1971, most notably advancing 
when the Supreme Court ruled 
in 1973 that abortion is the pri­ 
vate right of any woman in her 
first 
three months of preg 
nancy. 
The court has since struck 
down

states to regulate abortions in 
the first three months 
Women's rights also made 
strides before the high court in 
areas such as equal pay for 
equal work, equal opportunities 
in education, including school 
sports, and equal treatment in 
the business community in hir­ 
ing and credit practice, 
But this months decisions 
are being viewed as a drastic 
i reversal.

So it would seem, to judge by 
an article in the January issue of 
Family Circle, which reveals 
that, 
despite 
talk 
of 
ex­ 
tram arital freedom and per­ 
missiveness, 
today’s 
couples 
adhere to fidelity more than 
ever. 


Supporting evidence offered in 
the article includes: 
A 1974 national survey funded 
by the Playboy Foundation, 
which indicated no increase in 
the past 20 years in the total 
percentages of husbands and 
wives who have been unfaithful. 
A Roper Poll of American 
women conducted by Virginia 
Slims, which reported that as of 
1974 more than three-quarters 
(79 
per 
cent) 
of American 
women 
considered 
sexual 
fidelity by their husbands to be 
“very important” to a suc­ 
cessful marriage. 


Even anthropologists Nena 
and George O’Neill, whose 1972 
bestseller 
“Open 
Marriage” 
popularized the concept of freer 
marital lifestyles, concede in the 
article that their theory has 
failed, citing cultural traditions 
and deeply entrenched moral 
codes as the primary causes 
Certainly, most of those who 
have tried 
it don’t like it. 
Feelings of possessiveness and 
jealousy—on the part of both 
spouses—continue to persist in 
many cases, according to Dr. 
Paul Gebhard, director of the 


Institute for Sex Research (so- 
called 
Kinsey 
Institute) 
at 
Indiana University. Women, in 
particular, says Dr. Gebhard, 
“are still immensely upset by a 
husband’s 
infidelity, 
not 
because they fear the loss of 
support and the social disgrace, 
as they used to, but because they 
feel 
they’ve 
failed 
to 
be 
adequate, 
emotionally 
and 
sexually." 
If wives still experience pangs 
of unhappiness, however, they 
seem to have found in the 
women’s 
movement 
a 
new 
source 
of 
strength 
and 
resistance. “Since they have so 
many better opportunities for 
employment, 
and 
a 
better 
concept of themselves, they 
don’t have to put up with marital 
situations that they find un­ 
satisfacto ry ,” 
says 
the 
University of Connecticut’s Dr. 
Fred Humphrey, whose 1976 
survey of marriage counselors 
in the United States and Canada 
revealed that more than half of 
their current cases involved 
marital infidelity. 
Thus, today’s wife appears 
less, rather than more, likely to 
tolerate 
her 
husband’s 
in­ 
discretions. Instead of hiding 
her feelings and suffering in 
silence as formerly, according 
to the article, she is much more 
apt to confront her husband 
“ openly" and try to reach some 
kind 
of 
mutual 
agreemen 
t—even if the only decision they 
ultimately can agree upon 
divorce.

DEAR POLLY — Our new sink has marks on it from 
aluminum pots and pans I was told not to use harsh 
abrasives like cleansers, since they would wear away 
the enamel, which is what happened to my old sink I 
have tried several products on this one, but nothing 
budges those marks — ELSIE 
DEAR ELSIE — When you were told not to use 
cleansers on the sink, you should have asked what they 
recommended. I have always cleaned an enamel sink 
with a mild powdered household cleaner and rubbed 
with a sponge or cloth to remove such black marks. Of 
course, harsh ones would dull the glaze. 
Some who say not to use cleansers recommend dis­ 
hwashing detergent or a few drops of ammonia on the 
damp cloth. It might also be whitened by putting some 
bleach in water in the sink and let stand for about five 
minutes.

Canada and Mexico in a 
study to help scientists find oil 
or m ineral deposits 
Lawmakers emphasis 
still on bills calling

(AP) — Missouri law m akers, 
gradually increasing the pro­ 
posed legislation that will be 
considered in the 1977 session, 
continue their emphasis on bills 
calling for tax changes 
Reps. 
Edwin Dirck,

Ballwin, offered the latest p ro 
posal on Monday, calling for a 
tax on persons or companies 
that operate oil or natural gas 
wells, shale and clay pits, q u ar­ 
ries and mines 
The tax would be 1.5 per cent 
of the m aterials’ fair m arket 
value 
when it is "severed” 
from the ground The proposal, 
offered in previous sessions, 
has reaped millions in addition­ 
al 
revenues in other states 
where it is enacted A sim ilar 
bill w as offered on Dec. 1, the 
first day bills could be pre-filed 
for the upcoming session, by 
freshm an Kansas City Demo­ 
crat Sam Doutt 
More than 600 bills w ere sub­ 
m itted on the initial day. Since 
then 
lawmakers have added 
only about 200 


Among the latest m easures 
offered is a bill to prohibit pay­ 
m ent of unemployment com ­ 
pensation benefits to persons 
retiring under m andatory un­ 
ion-negotiated retirem ent plans 


It was prompted by a 1975 
Labor and Industrial Relations 
Commission ruling that persons 
covered by a mandatory retire­ 
ment program are not auto­ 
m atically ineligible for jobless 
benefits since they have not left 
their jobs voluntarily. 
Associated Industries of Mis 
soun, a coalition of about 950 of 


the state's largest and most 
highly 
unionized 
businesses, 
claims a survey of its m em ber­ 
ship shows the decision will 
cost Missouri businesses more 
than $62 million in the next two 
years. Em ployers finance job­ 
less benefits through a tax on a 
portion of the wages they pay 
But the state Division of E m ­ 
ployment Security, which ad ­ 
m inisters the program, claim s 
the AIM study "is full of a lot 
of fallacies ” Officials specific­ 
ally cite the fact that AIM 
m em bers are more unionized 
than the m ajority of M issouri's 
85,000 businesses that employ 
about two million persons 
A large m ajority of retirees 
will be autom atically ineligible 
for benefits because they either 
retire voluntarily under non- 
uniion plans or receive more in 
pension 
benefits 
directly 
fi­ 
nanced by the company then 
they would be entitled to in 
unemployment 
compensation, 
officials said 
Retirees m ust still meet all 
the qualifications other out-of- 
work persons must meet to col­

"We don't have any data to 
come up with reliable figures,"

have been some who have col­
